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1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-23, drawn to a product, classified in class 428, subclass 408. 

II. Claims 24-35, drawn to a method, classified in class 427, subclass 162. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made by prefabricating the 
coating then attaching it to the substrate via a layer. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their divergent subject matter, 
different classification and search, a restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Wooldridge on 9-1 1-02 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-23. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 24-35 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a petition under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 



6. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 



7. Claims 1-23 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-23 of copending Application No. 09/898,833. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 



8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21 (2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 



9. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Murakami et al (6,295,164 or 6,160,867). 

Murakami et al discloses the claimed components alternating to form the claimed 

coating on a substrate, within the claimed thickness. 



10. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Montcalm et al (6,1 10,607 or 5,958,605) or Mikarimi et al (6,01 1 ,646) or Fukuda et al 
(5,433,988) or Early et al (5,265,143). 

The above references disclose the claimed components alternating to form the 
claimed coating on a substrate, within the claimed thickness.
